Tax Hydrographic Department of the British Admiralty has notified that the following 
information has been received from Commander Stopford, H. M.S. Arad, relative to a 
shoal lying in the approach to the southern entrance of Kamarin Bay :— 

A sounding of 5 fathoms was suddenly obtained by the Arab when passing Kamarén 
island on 19th December 1481; the next cast gave 44 fathoms, when the undermentioned 
bearings were taken. Steering a W. 8S. W course, 4} fathoms was found for a distance of 
2-cables, when the water deepened to 7, 10, and no bottom at 13 fathoms.

+ These bearings place ‘ Arab shoal’ in, approximately, lat. 15° 14’ 30” N.; long. 42°

I.—Meetings of the Board. 


1. An ordinary meeting of the Board shall be held on the first Monday in each month 
Three members of the Board shall be a quorum. 
2. The Chairman may summon a special meeting when he thinks fit, and shall do so 
_ when required by three members of the Board. 
8. In the absence of the Chairman at any meeting of the Board, the members present 
(being a quorum) shall choose one of their number to preside. 
rd All questions shall be decided by a majority of votes, and in case of an equality of 
votes, the Chairman of the meeting shall have a second or casting vote. 
5. Minutes of the proceedings of all meetings of the Board shall be kept and shall. be 
signed by the Chairman. ; . 
6. Matters of emergency and matters not provided for by the rules shall be referred 
_ by the Superintendent for the orders of the Chairman. All such references, with the orders 
_ passed thereon, shall be laid before the next monthly meeting for confirmation.

* 18, The Board will undertake to keep in repair any monument for the repair of which 
the friends of the deceased may deposit with the Board such sum as the Board shall consider ~~ 
to be sufficient. 

14, All persons who have now permission to carry on the business of undertakers in 
the cemeteries under the control of the Board shall be deemed to have the permission of 
the Board to continue to perform those duties. No other persons shall be permitted to carry 
on the business of undertakers in the cemeteries under the control of the Board until they 
have been duly approved by the Board at a meeting. 

15. No person who has not the permission or approval of the Board under the preceding 
rule shall be allowed to erect any monument in any cemetery under the control of the Board. 

16. A list of all persons authorized as aforesaid shall be kept at the Board’s office, 
and shall be signed by the Chairman. . 

17. A plan of each cemetery under the charge of the Board shall be kept at the 
Board’s office. 


11. All graves must be at least six feet in depth, and no masonry grave shall be used 3 a

cemetery under the charge of the Board, viz.—

For the purposes of this Act, as amended by Act II (B.C) of 1879, the town of 
Pooree shall be considered all the laud within a circle with a radius of five miles from the 
Great Temple. 

2. A Committee consisting of three official and three non-official members shall be 
appointed to assist the Magistrate and Health Officer in carrying out the provisions of the 
Act. 

8. On the Ist of March in each year, the Magistrate shall nominate the members to 
serve on the Committee during the ensuing official year, and shall report the nomination for 
the sanction of the local Government. 

4. In the event of the death, removal, or resignation of any member of the Committee 
during his year of office, if such member be an official member he shall be succeeded by the 
successor to his appointment, or any other official; if he be a non-official member, his 
successor shall be appointed by tie remainder of the Committee.

meeting at any other time during the month, recording his reasons for doing so. 

6. Notice of every meeting shall be given to each member at least four clear days 
before the day appointed for the meeting. 

7. No question shall be finally decided on the first oceasion it is brought before the 
Committee, unless the nature of the question has been fully described in the notice prescribed 
by the last bye-law. 

8. The subjects or subject brought before the Committee shall be decided by a 
majority of votes. In the event of divisions, the Magistrate, or, in his absence, the Health 
Officer, shall have a casting vote. 

9. The Health Officer shall be ex-officio Secretary to the Comnnittee, and the Magistrate, 
President : the proceedings of every meeting shall be recorded by the Secretary in a book 
kept for the purpose. j 

Part III. 


On the receipt and disbursements of moneys under the Act. 


10. On the 15th October in each year, a budget of probable receipts and of proposed 
expenditure during the ensuing year shall be submitted for the sanction of the Government. 

11. It shall be competent for the Committee, subject to the orders of Government, to 
transfer sums from ove item of the budget to another, provided that the total expenditure be 
not exceeded, and provided that an annual review of the same be submitted to the 
Commissioner. 

12. In forming every annual estimate, an amount not exceeding 25 per cent. shall be 
reserved for emergent contingencies, such as a sudden outbreak of cholera and sickness, 
and necessity for employment of extra and special establishment. 

13. At the close of every year, the Magistrate shall submit a report on the workin 
of the Act during the year, showing the works of improvement carried out, and a detailed aceoun' 
of the receipts and expenditure during the year, aud the balance in hand at its close. bis 
report shall be forwarded through the Commissioner to Government.
